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ADDRESS. 


To  the  people  of  Pennsylvania  : 

At  a  meeting  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Pennsylvania  State 
College,  held  at  said  college,  on  the  25th  day  of  June,  1879, 
dersigned  were  appointed  a  committee  to  prepare  an  address  to  the 
people  of  Pennsylvania,  explanatory  of  the  history,  present  condi¬ 
tion,  and  future  prospects  of  the  institution,  for  the  purpose  of  coun¬ 
teracting  any  evil  effects  which  might  otherwise  result  from  a  report 
of  a  joint  committee  of  the  two  Houses  of  the  General  Assembly, 
made  on  the  5th  day  of  June,  A.  D.  1879. 

The  great  number  of  inaccuracies,  errors,  and  misstatements  con¬ 
tained  in  said  report,  demonstrate  conclusively  the  want  of  gen¬ 
eral  information  among  the  members  of  that  committee,  relative  to 
the  past  history  and  present  organization  and  condition  of  the  Penn¬ 
sylvania  State  College.  We  therefore  deem  it  advisable  to  give  a 
brief  history  of  the  origin  and  growth  of  that  institution. 

The  first  effort  to  establish  an  agricultural  school  in  Pennsylvania 
was  made  in  1853-4  by  the  officers  and  members  of  the  State 
Agricultural  Society,  and  other  prominent  and  influential  friends  of 
agriculture  throughout  the  State.  In  consequence  of  their  efforts,  the 
Legislature  passed  An  act  to  incorporate  The  Farmers’  High  School 
of  Pennsylvania,”  which  was  approved  by  the  Governor,  April  13, 
1854.  It  is  provided  by  the  third  section  of  this  act  “  that  the  presi¬ 
dent  and  vice  presidents  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Agricultural  Society, 
and  the  presidents  of  the  several  county  agricultural  societies  which 
shall,  at  any  time,  have  been  organized  more  than  one  year,  shall  be  ex- 
officio  members  of  and  constitute  the  board  of  trustees  :  which  said  trus¬ 
tees  and  their  successors  in  office,  are  hereby  enacted  and  declared  to 
be  a  body  politic  and  corporate  in  law,  with  perpetual  succession,  by 
the  name,  style,  and  title  of  The  Farmers’  High  School  of  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  by  which  name  and  title  the  said  trustees  and  their  successors 
shall  be  able  and  capable  in  law  to  take  by  gift,  grant,  sale,  or  con¬ 
veyance,  by  bequest,  devise,  or  otherwise,  any  estate  in  any  lands, 
tenements,  and  hereditaments,  goods,  chattels,  or  effects,  and  at 
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pleasure  to  alien  or  otherwise  dispose  of  the  same,  to  and  for  the 
use  and  purposes  of  the  said  institution.” 

'riie  board  of  trustees  thus  created,  consisting  of  the  president  and 
vice  presidents  of  the  State  agricultural  society,  and  the  presidents 
of  the  several  county  agricultural  societies,  was  required  to  meet  on 
the  second  d'hursday  of  June  following,  at  Harrisburg,  “and  pro¬ 
ceed  to  the  organization  of  the  institution,  and  selection  of  the  most 
eligible  site  within  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  for  its  loca¬ 
tion,  where  they  shall  purchase,  or  obtain  by  gift,  grant,  or  other¬ 
wise,  a  tract  of  land  containing  at  least  two  hundred  acres,  upon 
which  they  shall  procure  such  improvements  and  alterations  to  be 
made  as  will  make  it  an  institution  properly  adapted  to  the  instruc¬ 
tion  of  youth  in  the  art  of  farming,  according  to  the  meaning  and 
design  of  this  act.”  The  board  of  trustees  was  also  required  to  meet 
quarterly  at  the  institution,  and  oftener  if  necessary,  The  course  of 
instruction  prescribed  in  the  sixth  section  was,  “a  knowledge  of  the 
English  language,  grammar,  geography,  history,  mathematics,  chem¬ 
istry,  and  such  other  branches  of  the  natural  and  exact  sciences  as 
will  conduce  to  the  proper  education  of  a  farmer.”  By  the  eighth 
and  last  section  of  this  act  it  was  made  lawful  for  the  Pennsylvania 
State  Agricultural  Society  to  appropriate  out  of  its  funds  to  the  objects 
of  this  act  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars. 

No  organization  ever  occurred  under  this  charter.  The  scheme  in 
many  particulars  was  impracticable.  A  corporation  was  created  for 
the  purpose  of  establishing  and  maintaining  an  agricultural  school, 
without  any  capital  stock,  with  no  revenue,  no  contribution  by  the 
State,  and  no  means  of  obtaining  any  funds,  except  by  the  donations 
of  private  individuals  and  one  existing  corporation.  While  the  trus¬ 
tees  were  directed  to  purchase  a  tract  of  land,  not  less  than  two  hun¬ 
dred  acres,  and  to  make  such  improvements  and  alterations  as  would 
n'^ake  it  suitable  for  the  purposes  of  an  agricultural  school,  they  were 
not  given  one  dollar  with  which  to  meet  these  expenses.  The  board 
of  trustees  to  manage  this  new  educational  corporation  was  to  con¬ 
sist  of  the  president  and  vice  presidents  of  the  State  agricultural  so¬ 
ciety,  and  the  presidents  of  all  the  county  agricultural  societies  in  the 
Commonwealth.  These  officers  were  all  elected  annually,  so  the  entire 
board  of  trustees  of  the  “  Farmers’  High  School  of  Pennsylvania”  was 
liable  to  be  changed  every  year ;  while  at  no  time  would  any  one 
member  of  the  board  be  selected  because  of  his  interest  in,  knowledge 
of,  or  cpialifications  to  manage  such  an  institution.  This  large  un¬ 
wieldy  and  impracticable  body  was  to  meet  four  times  a  year  at  the 
institution — at  their  own  expense,  of  course. 

By  an  act  approved  February  22,  1855,  this  first  charter  of  incor- 
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poration  was  repealed,  and  another  one  granted,  differing  from  the 
first  in  the  mode  of  constituting  the  board  of  trustees.  The  second 
section  provides  the  institution  shall  be  under  the  management  and 
government  of  a  board  of  trustees,  of  whom  there  shall  be  thirteen, 
and  seven  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  By  the  third  section, 
it  is  provided  ‘‘  That  the  Governor,  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth, 
the  president  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Agricultural  Society,  and  the 
principal  of  the  institution,  shall  each  be  ex-officio  a  member  of  the 
board  of  trustees,  and  they  with  Dr.  Alfred  L.  Elwyn  and  Algernon  S. 
Roberts,  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia;  H.  N.  McAllister,  of  the  county 
of  Centre;  R.  C.  Walker,  of  the  county  of  Allegheny;  James  Miles, 
of  the  county  of  Erie ;  John  Strohm,  of  the  county  of  Lancaster ;  A. 
O.  Hiester,  of  the  county  of  Dauphin  ;  William  Jessup,  of  the  county 
of  Susquehanna ;  and  Frederick  Watts,  of  the  county  of  Cumberland, 
shall  constitute  the  first  board  of  trustees.” 

The  board  of  trustees  thus  appointed,  met  and  organized  by  elec¬ 
ting  Hon.  Frederick  Watts  president.  A  committee  of  said  board 
was  appointed  to  select  a  location  for  the  proposed  institution.  This 
committee  consisted  of  most  intelligent,  honest,-  and  impartial  men. 
They  visited  the  various  locations  in  the  State  offered,  and  compared 
the  term^and  conditions  annexed  to  each  offer,  including  the  amount 
of  donations  or  subscription  proposed  to  be  guaranteed  with  each. 
After  a  full  and  careful  consideration  of  the  whole  subject,  they  re¬ 
ported  in  favor  of  locating  the  institution  upon  a  tract  of  two  hundred 
acres  of  land,  situate  in  Harris  township,  Centre,  county,  proposed 
to  be  donated  for  that  purpose,  by  the  late  General  James  Irvin,  of 
Bellefonte.  The  report  of  the  committee  was  adopted  by  the  board, 
and  the  donation  of  General  Irvin  accepted.  A  deed  from  General 
James  Irvin  and  wife  to  “The  Farmers’  High  School  of  Pennsylvania,” 
for  this  tract  of  two  hundred  acres,  dated  August  4,  1857,  was  exe¬ 
cuted,  which  deed  was  duly  recorded  in  the  office  for  the  recording 
of  deeds  in  Centre  county,  in  Deed  Book  V,  page  20. 

The  board  of  trustees  soon  afterwards  purchased  an  additional  two 
hundred  acres  from  General  Irwin,  adjoining  the  tract  donated,  for 
the  price  of  twelve  thousand  dollars,  being  at  the  rate  of  sixty  dollars 
per  acre.  This  latter  tract  was  conveyed  to  the  “Farmers’  High 
School  of  Pennsylvania,”  by  deed  dated  November  4,  1857,  which 
deed  is  recorded  in  the  same  volume  of  records,  on  page  22. 

Thus  the  proposed  institution  became  the  owner  of  four  hundred 
acres  of  valuable  land,  in  the  midst  of  a  fertile  and  prosperous  farming 
region,  and  near  the  geographical  center  of  the  State.  Whatever 
criticisms  may  now  be  made  upon  the  location  of  the  institution,  the 
character  and  standing  of  the  members  of  the  first  board  of  trustees. 
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who  had  the  duty  devolved  upon  them  by  the  Legislature  of  selecting 
the  location,  is  a  sufficient  guarantee  that  they  performed  this  duty 
honestly  and  in  good  faith.  That  the  people  in  other  localities  who 
took  less  interest  in  the  proposed  enterprise,  and  were  less  willing  to 
contribute  either  in  land  or  money  to  its  establishment  than  the  people 
of  Centre  county,  should,  after  the  institution  has  grown  and  become 
prosperous,  be  envious  of  its  present  location,  is  not  remarkable. 

It  will  be  noticed  even  by  the  act  of  1855,  that  the  Legislature  gave 
nothing  towards  the  expenses  of  founding  this  new  institution  of  learn¬ 
ing.  As  by  the  act  of  1854,  it  authorized  the  State  agricultural  so¬ 
ciety  to  give  ten  thousand  dollars  for  that  purpose,  and  then  left  the 
board  of  trustees  to  beg  whatever  other  funds  they  might  need.  The 
board  having  obtained  subscriptions  and  donations,  in  addition  to  the 
land,  amounting  to  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  towards  the  erection 
of  suitable  buildings,  applied  to  the  Legislature,  in  1857,  for  aid.  By 
an  act,  approved  May  20,  1857,  the  Legislature  appropriated  twenty- 
five  thousand  dollars,  absolutely,  and  twenty-five  thousand  additional, 
conditioned  that  an  equal  sum  should  be  raised  by  private  subscrip¬ 
tion,  which  was  subsequently  done,  and  the  trustees  received  from 
the  State  Treasurer  the  fifty  thousand  dollars  thus  appropriated. 
With  these  funds  the  building  was  commenced,  and  the  western  wing 
completed,  and  opened  for  the  admission  of  students  on  the  20th  of 
February,  1859. 

By  an  act  approved  March  17,  1859,  members  of  the  board 
was  made  to  constitute  a  quorum.  The  court  of  quarter  sessions  of 
Centre  county  was  prohibited  from  granting  a  license  to  any  one  to 
sell  intoxicating  liquors  within  two  miles  of  the  school ;  and  the  cabi¬ 
nets  of  mineralogical  and  geological  specimens  belonging  to  the  State, 
then  in  possession  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Lunatic  Hospital,  were 
donated  to  this  school. 

By  an  act  approved  April  18,  1861,  the  Legislature  appropriated 
forty-nine  thousand  nine  hundred  dollars  to  complete  the  building, 
and  named  in  the  act  a  commission  to  superintend  the  expenditure  of 
this  money.  In  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  this  last  act,  contracts 
were  entered  into  on  behalf  of  the  school,  for  the  completion  of  the 
buildings  for  the  amount  of  the  appropriation  ;  but  owing  to  the  great 
and  rapid  increase  of  prices,  both  of  labor  and  materials,  the  con¬ 
tractors  were  unable  to  fulfill  their  contracts,  and  the  trustees  had  to 
go  on  and  finish  the  buildings  at  a  much  greater  expense  than  had 
been  estimated.  Had  the  prices  of  labor  and  materials  remained  sub¬ 
stantially  as  they  were  in  1861  the  building  would  have  been  com¬ 
pleted  and  paid  for  by  the  appropriation  made  by  the  Legislature, 
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and  the  new  institution  would  have  started  on  its  career  without  be¬ 
ing  loaded  down  with  debt. 

To  this  time  the  purpose  had  been  to  establish  a  purely  agricul¬ 
tural  school,  without  any  very  definite  idea  as  to  what  was  necessary 
to  be  included  in  its  curriculum.  The  State  had  appropriated  in  the 
aggregate  $99,900  towards  the  cost  of  erecting  the  buildings,  but  had 
made  no  provision  for  endowing  the  institution,  or  furnishing  it  any 
annual  revenue  but  such  as  it  might  derive  from  its  patrons.  It  must 
be  manifest  to  every  thoughtful  mind,  that  to  keep  up  necessary  re¬ 
pairs  to  the  building,  to  maintain  the  necessary  furniture,  to  establish 
and  maintain  the  requisite  laboratories,  cabinets,  museums,  and  libra¬ 
ries,  and  to  employ  and  pay  the  proper  number  of  competent  profes¬ 
sors,  would  require  so  large  an  annual  revenue,  that  if  it  should  be  at- 
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tempted  to  be  raised  entirely  from  the  students  attending  the  institu¬ 
tion,  would  make  the  cost  of  such  an  education  beyond  the  means  of 
all  but  the  wealthy  classes,  and  would  almost  entirely  debar  the  in¬ 
dustrial  classes  from  partaking  of  the  benefits  of  the  enterprise. 

By  an  act  of  Congress  approved  July  2,  1862,  (  Statutes  at  Large, 
page  503,  )  the  United  States  donated  to  the  several  States  public 
lands  equal  to  thirty  thousand  acres  for  each  Senator  and  Represent¬ 
ative  in  Congress  which  such  State  was  entitled  to  under  the  census 
of  i860.  Only  such  land  as  was  liable  to  private  entry  at  $i  25 
per  acre  was  included  in  this  donation.  States  having  no  public  lands 
within  their  limits  were  to  receive  land  scrip  in  lieu  of  lands  which 
the  States  could  not  locate  in  any  other  State  or  territory,  but  their 
assignees  were  authorized  to  locate  the  land  scrip  upon  any  of  the 
public  lands  of  the  Government  liable  to  private  entry  at  $i  25  per 
acre. 

By  section  four  of  this  act  it  is  provided  : 

“That  all  moneys  derived  from  the  sale  of  the  land  aforesaid  by 
the  States  to  which  the  lands  are  appointed,  and  from  the  sale  of 
land  scrip  hereinbefore  provided  for,  shall  be  invested  in  stocks  of  the 
United  States  or  of  the  States,  or  some  otlier  safe  stocks  yielding 
not  less  than  five  per  centum  upon  the  par  value  of  said  stocks ;  and 
that  the  moneys  so  invested  shall  constitute  a  perpetual  fund,  the  cap¬ 
ital  of  which  shall  remain  forever  undiminished,  (except  so  far  as 
may  be  provided  in  section  fifth  of  this  act,)  and  the  interest  of  which 
shall  be  inviolably  appropriated  by  each  State,  which  may  take  and 
claim  the  benefit  of  this  act,  to  the  endowment,  support,  and  main¬ 
tenance  of  at  least  one  college,  where  the  leading  object  shall  be, 
without  excluding  other  scientific  and  classical  studies,  and  including 
military  tactics,  to  teach  such  branches  of  learning  as  are  related  to 
agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts,  in  such  manner  as  the  Legislatures 
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of  the  State  shall  respectively  prescribe^  in  order  to  promote  the  lib¬ 
eral  and  practical  education  of  the  industrial  classes  in  the  several 
pursuits  and  professions  in  lifeS 

By  section  five,  each  State  is  authorized  to  use  a  sum  not  exceeding 
ten  per  centum  of  the  whole  fund,  for  the  purchase  of  land,  to  be 
used  as  experimental  farms,  sites  for  buildings,  &c.,  but  no  por¬ 
tion  of  said  fund,  nor  the  interest  thereon,  shall  be  applied,  directly 
or  indirectly,  under  any  pretense  whatever,  to  the  purchase,  erection, 
preservation,  or  repair  of  any  building  or  buildings.  It  was  further 
provided  by  this  act,  that  no  State  should  receive  the  benefits  of  its 
provisions,  unless  such  State,  within  two  years,  should  by  an  act  of 
its  Legislature,  accept  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress. 

By  a  decree  of  the  court  ofi  quarter  sessions  of  Centre  county, 
dated  May  i,  1862,  the  name  of  the  ‘‘Farmers’  High  School  of  Penn¬ 
sylvania”  was  changed  to  “The  Agricultural  College  of  Pennsyl¬ 
vania.” 

By  an  act  of  the  Legislature  of  Pennsylvania  approved  April  i, 
1863,  the  State  accepted  the  provisions  and  conditions  of  the  act  of 
Congress  before  referred  to,  and  pledged  the  faith  of  the  State  to  carry 
the  same  into  effect. 

The  second  section  of  the  same  act  authorizes  and  requires  the  Sur¬ 
veyor  General  to  do  every  act  and  thing  necessary  to  entitle  this  State 
to  its  distributive  share  of  land  scrip  under  the  act  of  Congress, 
and  when  said  scrip  is  received  by  him,  to  dispose  of  the  same  under 
such  regulations  as  the  board  of  commissioners  hereafter  appointed 
shall  prescribe.  The  third  section  of  the  act  appoints  the  Governor, 
Auditor  General,  and  Surveyor  General  a  board  of  commissioners,  with 
full  power  to  make  all  needful  rules  and  regulations,  respecting  the 
manner  in  which  the  Surveyor  General  shall  dispose  of  the  land  scrip 
and  invest  the  proceeds.  Section  four  of  the  act  appropriates  the 
interest  of  the  investment  to  the  Agricultural  College  of  Pennsylvania. 

Under  the  census  of  i860,  Pennsylvania  had  twenty-four  represent¬ 
atives  and  two  senators  in  Congress,  and  was  therefore  entitled  to 
received  from  the  General  Government,  under  the  provisions  of  the  act 
of  Congress,  land  scrip  representing  seven  hundred  and  eighty  thou¬ 
sand  acres  of  land.  This  she  received.  The  necessary  expense  at¬ 
tending  the  sale  of  so  large  a  quantity  of  public  land  must  be  con¬ 
siderable,  and  yet  in  the  act  authorizing  the  Surveyor  General  to  dis¬ 
pose  of  it,  no  provision  is  made  by  the  State  for  the  payment  of  any 
expense  whatever.  In  consequence  of  this  negligence  on  the  part  of 
the  Legislature,  but  twenty-three  thousand  six  hundred  and  eighty 
acres  of  the  land  scrip  was  sold  between  the  passage  of  the  act  of 
April  I,  1863,  and  the  passage  of  an  act  supplementary  to  it  ap- 
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proved  April  ii,  1866.  By  this  supplement  the  Governor,  Auditor 
General,  and  Surveyor  General  were  authorized  to  pay  the  necessary 
expenses  attending  the  advertisement  and  sale  of  the  land  scrip  out 
of  any  money  in  the  State  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  but 
added  a  proviso,  limiting  the  sales,  under  the  provisions  of  that  act, 
to  one  third  of  the  land  scrip.  As  soon  as  practicable,  the  board 
of  commissioners  advertised  and  sold  the  two  hundred  and  thirty-six 
thousand  three  hundred  and  twenty  acres  of  the  land  scrip,  being  the 
residue  of  the  one  third  authorized  to  be  sold.  The  prices  realized 
ranged  from  fifty-five  to  ninety  cents  per  acre.  The  total  amount  re¬ 
ceived  for  the  two  hundred  and  sixty  thousand  acres  sold  was  $151, 
136,  or  a  little  more  than  fifty-eight  and  one  eighth  cents  per  acre. 

By  the  second  section  of  the  act  of  April  ii,  1866,  the  board  of 
trustees  were  authorized  to  borrow  a  sum  of  money  not  exceeding 
eighty  thousand  dollars,  at  seven  per  centum  interest,  with  which  to 
pay  and  consolidate  all  the  debts  of  the  institution,  and  to  secure  the 
same  by  a  mortgage  upon  the  property  thereof.  Thus  the  debt  of 
the  college,  which  arose  from  the  cost  of  the  buildings,  in  excess  of 
the  estimates  of  1861,  and  the  necessary  cost  of  furnishing  the  several 
departments,  was  consolidated  into  a  mortgage  debt,  drawing  inter¬ 
est  at  seven  per  cent.  This  mortgage  run  ten  years  before  the  bonds 
secured  by  it  matured,  and  while  it  relieved  the  board  of  trustees  of 
the  annoyance  of  carrying  a  large  floating  debt,  it  required  them  to 
pay  $5,600  a  year  interest. 

By  an  act  approved  February  19,  1867,  the  proviso  to  the  first  sec¬ 
tion  of  the  act  of  April  ii,  1866,  which  limited  the  sale  of  the  land 
scrip  to  one  third  of  the  whole  amount,  was  repealed.  The  second 
section  appropriated  one  tenth  of  the  entire  proceeds  of  the  land-scrip 
to  the  Agricultural  College  of  Pennsylvania,  for  the  purchase  of  land 
to  be  used  as  experimental  farms,  in  pursuance  of  the  authority  given 
in  the  act  of  Congress.  The  third  section  of  the  act  provides  that  the 
interest  and  income  of  the  entire  residue  of  the  proceeds  of  the  said 
lands  shall  be  paid  annually  to  the  college,  on  condition  that  the 
trustees  establish,  conduct,  and  maintain  in  connection  with  the  col¬ 
lege  three  experimental  farms,  one  near  the  college,  one  in  the  east 
and  the  other  in  the  west,  upon  lands  of  diversified  quality. 

As  shown  by  the  Surveyor  General’s  Report  for  1867,  page  ii, 
the  commissioners  sold  the  remainder  of  the  land-scrip,  amounting  to 
five  hundred  and  twenty  thousand  acres,  at  from  fifty-five  to  sixty-five 
cents  per  acre,  aggregating  $288,186  80.  This,  with  the  $151,136, 
realized  from  sales  under  the  acts  of  1863  and  1866,  made  the  total 
proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  land-scrip  $439,186  80.  This  money  was 
invested  by  the  commissioners  as  follows : 
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For  experimental  farms, .  ;$43,886  50 

For  public  bonds,  . 381,500  00 

Premiums  paid  on  bonds,  . .  13,800  30 

$439,186  80 


The  sum  of  $43,886  50,  appropriated  for  experimental  farms,  was 
expended,  as  appears  by  the  report  of  the  Surveyor  General  for  1868, 
page  1 1,  as  follows  :

Very  much  has  been  said  as  to  the  management  of  the  sale  of  the 
land-scrip,  and  accusations  have  at  various  times  been  made  that  this 
management  was  not  only  injudicious,  but  also  corrupt,  by  reason  of 
which  the  amount  realized  from  the  sales  was  far  less  than  it  should 
have  been.  By  some,  the  trustees  of  the  college  have  been  held  re¬ 
sponsible  for  this  alleged  mismanagement.  It  might  be  a  sufficient 
reply  to  this  to  say,  that  neither  the  trustees  of  the  college  nor  any  of 
its  officers  had  any  voice  in  the  matter,  but  that  the  sales  were  con¬ 
ducted  by  a  commission  appointed  by  the  Legislature,  consisting  of 
three  of  the  principle  officers  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  that  the  col¬ 
lege  has  been  the  only  sufferer  by  this  mismanagement.  That  there 
was  great  mismanagement  is  undoubtedly  true,  but  it  is  not  to  be 
charged  even  to  the  commission  appointed  to  conduct  and  manage 
the  sales.  The  default  was  in  the  Legislature  itself.  Had  the  proper 
and  necessary  powers  been  given  to  the  commission  by  the  act  of 
April  I,  1863,  to  have  enabled  it  to  advertise  the  land-scrip,  and  thus 
put  it  upon  the  market  at  once,  a  much  larger  price  would  no  doubt 
have  been  received  for  it,  and  the  college  would  have  received  the 
the  interest  for  three  or  four  years,  which  was  entirely  lost  by  the  de¬ 
lay.  In  the  annual  report  of  the  Surveyor  General  for  1871,  page  ii, 
that  officer  recommends  the  sale  of  the  public  bonds  held  by  the  com¬ 
mission,  the  covering  the  proceeds  into  the  State  treasury,  and  the 
issuing  to  the  college  the  bond  of  the  State  for  $500,000.  In  support 
of  this  recommendation,  he  says: 

“It  is  a  well  known  fact,  however,  that  the  State  did  not  enact  any 
efficient  legislation  looking  to  the  sale  of  the  land-scrip,  until  nearly 
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four  years  after  the  passage  of  the  act  of  Congress  donating  the  same, 
and  not  until  many  of  the  other  States  had  disposed  of  a  large  portion 
of  their  scrip,  thereby,  in  a  great  measure,  supplying  the  demand  and 
stocking  the  market  with  it,  so  that  the  price  had  fallen  off  about  fifty 
per  cent.,  with  a  further  downward  tendency,  before  the  necessary 
legislation  was  had,  and  which  then  only  provided  for  the  sale  of  one 
third  of  the  scrip  held  by  the  State.  *  *  *  *  Thus 

it  may  be  fairly  inferred,  that  for  the  want  of  prompt  action  by  the 
Legislature,  the  fund  is  not  as  large  as  it  should  have  been,  and  the 
college  endowed  by  it  has  not  derived  the  aid  it  should  have  received 
from  the  interest  on  the  fund  for  four  or  five  years.” 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Surveyor  General, 
an  act  was  passed,  which  was  approved  April  3,  1872',  by  which  the 
Surveyor  General  was  directed  to  sell  all  the  public  stocks  and  bonds 
held  by  the  land  scrip  commission,  and  pay  the  proceeds  into  the 
State  treasury.  A  bond  of  the  State  for  $500,000,  payable  fifty 
years  after  date,  was  directed  to  be  issued  to  the  State  College,  which 
bond  was  to  be  held  by  the  State  Treasurer,  who  was  to  pay  the  in¬ 
terest  thereon  annually  to  the  college.  In  pursuance  of  this  act, 
the  securities  held  by  the  commissioners  were  sold,  and  the  proceeds, 
amounting  to  $410,290  50,  paid  into  the  State  treasury,  and  a 
single  bond  of  the  State  for  $500,000,  payable  fifty  years  after 
date,  was  given  to  the  college.  This  bond,  which  bears  interest  at 
six  per  centum,  payable  semi-annually,  constituted  the  endowment 
fund  of  the  college.  By  this  change  of  securities  the  State  ostensibly 
added  $89,709  50  to  the  permanent  endowment  fund,  but  in  reality 
only  made  up  a  small  portion  of  the  loss  which  the  college  had  sus¬ 
tained  by  reason  of  the  default  of  the  Legislature  in  not  promptly 
enacting  the  proper  and  necessary  legislation  to  enable  the  land  scrip 
to  be  sold  at  an  early  day,  and  for  a  good  price. 

By  a  decree  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  Centre  county 
made  on  the  26th  day  of  January,  1874,  the  name  of  the  institution 
was  again  changed  from  the  ‘GA.gricultural  College  of  Pennsylvania,” 
to  that  of  ‘‘^The  Pennsylvania  State  College.”  And  by  another  de¬ 
cree  of  the  same  court,  made  November  22,  1875,  the  charter  was  so 
amended  as  to  add  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  the 
Secretary  of  Internal  Affairs,  the  Adjutant  General,  and  the  Presi¬ 
dent  of  Franklin  Institute  of  Philadelphia,  as  ex-officio  members  of 
the  board  of  trustees,  allowing  the  alumni  of  the  college  to  elect 
three  members  of  the  board,  and  adding  three’other  members,  to  be 
elected  by  the  general  convention  of  electors.  Delegates  from  each 
county  mechanical  society,  as  well  as  from  county  agricultural  so¬ 
cieties,  were  made  electors  of  trustees.  By  this  change  in  the  charter. 
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the  whole  number  of  trustees  was  increased  from  thirteen  to  twenty- 
three,  and  the  mechanical  interests  of  the  State  were  to  be  represented 
as  fully  as  the  agricultural. 

By  an  act  approved  June  12,  1878,  the  Legislature  appropriated 
$80,000  to  pay  off  the  mortgage  debt  of  the  college  which  had  been 
created  by  the  act  of  1866.  None  of  this  appropriation,  however, 
has  yet  been  paid,  but  probably  soon  will  be.  When  it  is  paid  the 
college  will  be  relieved  from  the  burden  of  paying  $5,600  per 
annum  interest,  which  it  has  been  compelled  to  do  since  the  comple¬ 
tion  of  the  college  buildings. 

One  of  the  most  serious  complaints  made  by  the  legislative  com¬ 
mittee,  was  that  the  title  to  all  the  real  estate  was  in  the  corporation, 
or,  as  they  expressed  it,  in  the  trustees,  and  not  in  the  State.  The 
college  is  a  corporation  created  b}^  the  Legislature  itself,  and  all  the 
real  estate  it  owns  it  acquired  without  any  appropriation  for  that  pur¬ 
pose  from  the  State  treasury.  It  is  true  the  State  might  have  estab¬ 
lished  a  college,  without  the  forms  of  a  corporation,  to  have  been 
managed  directly  by  state  officers,  and  all  expenditures  on  its  account 
payable  directly  out  of  the  of  the  State  treasury,  but  this  would  have 
been  hardly  practical,  and  the  management  of  the  institution  would 
then  have  been  liable  to  change  with  every  political  change  occurring 
in  the  State.  The  evil  effect  of  this  upon  the  permanent  interest  of  the 
institution  has  been  demonstrated  by  the  experience  of  the  Ohio 
State  University,  where  the  entire  board  of  trustees  has  been  changed 
five  times  in  a  few  years.  But  whether  the  plan  adopted  by  the  Legis¬ 
lature  of  Pennsylvania  is  the  best  one  which  could  be  devised,  is  not 
now  a  practical  question.  The  State  did  create  the  corporation  and 
directed  it  to  acquire  the  land  and  erect  the  buildings,  which  have 
been  done. 

The  legislative  committee  also  charges  that  the  college  has  received 
from  the  General  and  State  Governments,  enormous  sums  of  money, 
aggregating  over  $1,300,000,  and  that  no  adequate  results  have 
been  achieved.  This  statement  is  wholly  a  mistake,  as  will  appear 
by  reference  to  the  legislation  already  referred  to,  which  shows  the 


whole  of  the  appropriations,  as  follows  :

Of  this  the  State  has  only  paid  the  annual  interest  upon  the  latter 
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item  of  >89,709  50,  and  will  not  pay  the  principal  until  fifty  years  after 
the  appropriation  was  made  ;  and  no  part  of  the  appropriation  of 
$80,000  made  in  1878  has  yet  been  paid.  The  total  proceeds  of  the 
sale  of  the  land  scrip,  as  before  stated,  was  $439,186  80,  which,  of 
course,  is  included  in  the  state  bond  of  $500,000,  now  held  by  the 
college. 

Instead  of  the  college  having  had  large  funds  with  which  to  do  the 
work  proposed  for  it,  the  State  has  kept  it  so  poor  as  to  cripple  its 
efforts  and  retard  its  progress  from  the  day  of  its  incorporation. 
Many  things  are  now  needed  for  the  successful  operation  of  the  college 
which  cannot  be  had  for  want  of  funds,  such  as  mechanical  shops, 
machinery,  and  tools,  additional  apparatus  in  the  laboratories,  a  green 
house,  commencement  hall,  additions  to  the  libraries,  improvements 
on  the  experimental  farms,  <Ixc.  If  the  State  would  keep  lier  faith 
pledged  to  the  General  Government  she  must  put  this  college  upon  a 
footing  that  it  can  answer  the  purposes  of  its  creation. 

We  have  appended  to  this,  all  the  acts  of  the  Legislature  relating 
to  the  college,  the  act  of  Congress  donating  the  and  scrip,  the  dif¬ 
ferent  decrees  of  the  Court  amending  the  charter  of  the  college,  and 
the  full  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  commission  appointed  by 
the  Legislature  to  sell  the  land  scrip,  in  order  that  all  who  desire  to 
be  informed  as  to  the  history  of  the  college  may  have  the  information 
in  a  coven ient  form.

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APPENDIX. 


LAW  OF  CONGEESS. 

An  act  donating  public  lands  to  the  several  States  and  Territories  which  may  pro- 
vide  colleges  for  the  benefit  of  agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  asseinbled,  That  there  be 
granted  to  the  several  States,  for  the  purposes  hereinafter  mentioned, 
an  amount  of  public  land,  to  be  appropriated  to  each  State  a  quantity 
equal  to  thirty  thousand  acres  for  each  senator  and  representative  in 
Congress  to  which  the  States  are  respectively  entitled  by  the  appor¬ 
tionment  under  the  census  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty  :  Provided, 
That  no  mineral  lands  shall  be  selected  or  purchased  under  the  pro¬ 
vision  of  this  act. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  land  aforesaid,  after 
being  surveyed,  shall  be  apportioned  to  the  several  States  in  sections  or 
sub-divisions  of  sections,  not  less  than  one  quarter  of  a  section  ;  and 
whenever  there  are  public  lands  in  a  State  subject  to  sale  at  private 
entry  at  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  per  acre,  the  quantity  to 
which  said  State  shall  be  entitled  shall  be  selected  from  such  lands 
within  the  limits  of  such  State,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  is 
hereby  directed  to  issue  to  each  of  the  States  in  which  there  is  not 
the  quantity  of  public  lands  subject  to  sale  at  private  entry  at  one 
dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  per  acre,  to  which  said  State  may  be  en¬ 
titled  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  land  scrip  to  the  amount  in 
acres  for  the  deficiency  of  its  distributive  share  :  said  scrip  to  be  sold 
by  said  States  and  the  proceeds  thereof  applied  to  the  uses  and  pur¬ 
poses  prescribed  in  this  act,  and  for  no  other  use  or  purpose  whatso¬ 
ever  ;  Provided,  That  in  no  case  shall  any  State  to  which  land  scrip 
may  thus  be  issued  be  allowed  to  locate  the  same  within  the  limits  of 
any  other  State,  or  of  any  Territory  of  the  United  States,  but  their 
assignees  may  thus  locate  said  land  scrip  upon  any  of  the  unappro¬ 
priated  lands  of  the  United  States  subject  to  sale  at  private  entry  at 
one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents,  or  less,  per  acre  :  And  provided, 
further,  That  not  more  than  one  million  acres  shall  be  located  by 
such  assignees  in  any  one  of  the  States:  And  provided,  further. 
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That  no  such  location  shall  be  made  before  one  year  from  the  passage 
of  this  act. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  ficrther  enacted^  That  all  the  expenses  of  man¬ 
agement,  superintendence,  and  taxes  from  date  of  selection  of  said 
lands,  previous  to  their  sales,  and  all  expenses  incurred  in  the  man¬ 
agement  and  disbursement  of  the  moneys  which  may  be  received 
therefrom,  shall  be  paid  by  the  States  to  which  they  may  belong,  out 
of  the  treasury  of  said  States,  so  that  the  entire  proceeds  of  the  sale 
of  said  lands  shall  be  applied  without  any  diminution  whatever  to 
the  purposes  hereinafter  mentioned. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  moneys  derived  from 
the  sale  of  the  lands  aforesaid  by  the  States  to  which  the  lands  are 
apportioned,  and  from  the  sales  of  land  scrip  hereinbefore  provided 
for,  shall  be  invested  in  stocks  of  the  United  States,  or  of  the  States, 
or  some  other  safe  stocks,  yielding  not  less  than  five  per  centum  upon 
the  par  value  of  said  stocks ;  and  that  the  moneys  so  invested  shall 
constitute  a  perpetual  fund,  the  capital  of  which  shall  remain  forever 
undiminished,  (except  so  far  as  may  be  provided  in  section  fifth  of 
this  act,)  and  the  interest  of  which  shall  be  inviolably  appropriated, 
by  each  State  which  may  take  and  claim  the  benefit  of  this  act,  to  the 
endowment,  support,  and  maintenance  of  at  least  one  college  where 
the  leading  object  shall  be,  without  excluding  other  scientific  and 
classical  studies,  and  including  military  tactics,  to  teach  such  branches 
of  learning  as  are  related  to  agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts,  in 
such  manner  as  the  Legislatures  of  the  States  may  respectively  pre¬ 
scribe,  in  order  to  promote  the  liberal  and  practical  education  of  the 
industrial  classess  in  the  several  pursuits  and  professions  in  life. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  grant  of  land  and 
land  scrip  hereby  authorized  shall  be  made  on  the  following  condi¬ 
tions,  to  which,  as  well  as  to  the  provisions  hereinbefore  contained, 
the  previous  assent  of  the  several  States  shall  be  signified  by  legisla¬ 
tive  acts  : 

First.  If  any  portion  of  the  fund  invested,  as  provided  by  the 
foregoing  section,  or  any  portion  of  the  interest  thereon,  shall,  by 
any  action  or  contingency,  be  diminished  or  lost,  it  shall  be  replaced 
by  the  State  to  which  it  belongs,  so  that  the  capital  of  the  fund  shall 
remain  forever  undiminished;  and  the  annual  interest  shall  be  regu¬ 
larly  applied  without  diminution  to  the  purposes  mentioned  in  the 
fourth  section  of  this  act,  except  that  a  sum,  not  exceeding  ten  per 
centum  upon  the  amount  received  by  any  State  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  may  be  expended  for  the  purchase  of  lands  for  sites  or 
experimental  farms,  whenever  authorized  by  the  respective  Legisla¬ 
tures  of  said  States. 
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Second.  No  portion  of  said  fund,  nor  the  interest  thereon,  shall 
be  applied,  directly  or  indirectly,  under  any  pretense  whatever,  to 
the  purchase,  erection,  preservation,  or  repair  of  any  building  or 
buildings. 

Third.  Any  State  which  may  take  and  claim  the  benefit  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  provide,  within  five  years,  at  least  not  less 
than  one  college,  as  described  in  the  fourth  section  of  this  act,  or 
the  grant  to  such  State  shall  cease ;  and  said  State  shall  be  bound  to 
pay  the  United  States  the  amount  received  of  any  lands  previously 
sold,  and  that  the  title  to  purchasers  under  the  State  shall  be  valid. 

Fourth.  An  annual  report  shall  be  made  regarding  the  progress  of 
each  college,  recording  any  improvements  and  experiments  made, 
with  their  cost  and  results,  and  such  other  matters,  including  State 
industrial  and  economical  statistics,  as  may  be  supposed  useful ;  one 
copy  of  which  shall  be  transmitted  by  mail  free,  by  each,  to  all 
the  other  colleges  which  may  be  endowed  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  and  also  one  copy  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior. 

Fifth.  When  lands  shall  be  selected  from  those  which  have  been 
raised  to  double  and  minimum  price,  in  consequence  of  railroad 
grants,  they  shall  be  computed  to  the  States  at  the  maximum  price, 
and  the  number  of  acres  proportionally  diminished. 

Sixth.  No  State  while  in  a  condition  of  rebellion  or  insurrection 
against  the  Government  of  the  United  States  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
benefit  of  this  act. 

Seventh.  No  State  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  this  act  unless 
it  shall  express  its  acceptance  thereof  by  its  Legislature  within  two 
years  from  the  date  of  its  approval  by  the  President. 

Sec.  6.  A7td  be  it  further  enacted.  That  land  scrip  issued  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  be  subject  to  location  until  after 
the  first  day  of  January,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-three. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  jurther  enacted,  That  the  land  officers  shall  re¬ 
ceive  the  same  fees  for  locating  land  scrip  issuedhmder  the  provisions 
of  this  act  as  is  now  allowed  for  the  location  of  military  bounty 
land  warrants  under  existing  laws:  Provided,  Their  maximum  com. 
pensation  shall  not  be  thereby  increased. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  enacted, ..  That  the  Governors  of  the 
several  States  to  which  scrip  shall  be  issued  under  this  act  shall  be 
required  to  report  annually  to  Congress  all  sales  made  of  such  scrip 
until  the  whole  shall  be  disposed  of,  the  amount  received  for  the  same, 
and  what  appropriation  has  been  made  of  the  proceeds. 

Approved,  July  2,  1862. 
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An  act  to  incorporate  the  Farmers’  High  School  of  Pennsylvania. 

Section  i  .  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa¬ 
tives  of  the  Co7Ji7nonwealth  of  Pen7isylv ani a  in  General  Assembly  77iet^ 
and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  sa77ie,  That  there  be 
and  is  hereby  enacted,  and  is  established  at  the  place  which  shall  be 
designated  by  the  authoiity,  and  as  hereinafter  provided,  an  institu¬ 
tion  for  the  education  of  youth  in  the  various  branches  of  science, 
learning  and  practical  agriculture,  as  they  are  connected  with  each 
other,  by  the  name,  style  and  title  of  the  ‘‘Farmers’  High  School  of 
Pennsylvania.” 

Section  2.  That  the  said  institution  shall  be  under  the  manage¬ 
ment  and  government  of  a  board  of  trustees,  thirteen  of  whom  shall 
be  a  quorum,  competent  to  perform  the  duties  hereinafter  authorized 
and  required. 

Section  3.  That  the  president  and  vice  president  of  the  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  State  Agricultural  Society,  and  the  presidents  of  the  several 
county  agricultural  societies  which  shall  at  any  time  have  been  organ¬ 
ized  more  than  one  year,  shall  be  ex-officio  members  of,  and  consti¬ 
tute  the  board  of  trustees ;  which  said  trustees,  and  their  successors 
in  office,  are  hereby  enacted  and  declared  to  be  a  body  politic  and 
corporate  in  law,  with  perpetual  succession,  by  the  name,  style  and 
title  of  the  “Farmers’  High  School  of  Pennsylvania;  ”  by  which  name 
and  title  the  said  trustees  and  their  successors  shall  be  able  and  capa¬ 
ble  in  law  to  take,  by  gift,  grant,  sale  or  conveyance,  by  bequest,  de¬ 
vise  or  otherwise,  any  estate  in  any  lands,  tenements  and  heredita¬ 
ments,  goods,  chattels,  or  effects,  and  at  pleasure  to  alien  or  otherwise 
dispose  of  the  same  to  and  for  the  uses  and  purposes  of  the  said  in¬ 
stitution  :  Provided^  however^  That  the  annual  income  of  the  said  es¬ 
tates  so  held  shall  at  no  time  exceed  twenty-five  thousand  dollars ; 
and  the  said  corporation  shall,  by  the  same  name,  have  the  power  to 
sue  and  be  sued,  and  generally  to  do  and  transact  all  and  every  busi¬ 
ness  touching  or  concerning  the  premises,  or  which  shall  be  neces¬ 
sarily  incidental  thereto,  and  to  hold,  enjoy,  and  exercise  all  such 
powers,  authorities,  and  jurisdiction,  as  are  customary  in  the  colleges 
within  this  Commonwealth. 

Section  4.  That  the  same  trustees  shall  cause  to  be  made  a  seal, 
with  such  devices  as  they  may  think  proper,  and  by  and  with  which 
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all  the  deeds,  diplomas,  certificates  and  acts  of  the  institution  shall 
be  authenticated,  and  they  may  at  their  pleasure  alter  the  same. 

Section  5.  That  on  the  second  Thursday  of  June,  after  the  passage 
of  this  act,  the  board  of  trustees  who  are  hereby  appointed,  shall  meet 
at  Harrisburg,  and  proceed  to  the  organization  of  the  institution  and 
selection  of  the  most  eligible  site  within  the  Commonwealth  of  Penn¬ 
sylvania  for  its  location,  when  they  shall  purchase  or  obtain  by  gift, 
grant  or  otherwise,  a  tract  of  land  containing  at  least  two  hundred 
acres,  upon  which  they  shall  procure  such  improvements  and  altera¬ 
tions  to  be  made  as  will  make  it  an  institution  properly  adapted  to  the 
instruction  of  youth  in  the  art  of  farming,  according  to  the  meaning 
and  design  of  this  act ;  they  shall  select  and  choose  a  principal  for  the 
institution — who,  with  such  scientific  attainments  and  capacity  to 
teach,  as  the  board  shall  deem  necessary,  shall  be  a  good  practical 
farmer  ;  he,  with  such  other  persons  as  shall  from  time  to  time  be  em¬ 
ployed  as  teachers,  shall  compose  the  faculty,  under  whose  control 
the  immediate  management  of  the  institution,  and  the  instruction  of 
all  the  youth  committed  to  its  care,  shall  be  subject,  however,  to  the 
revision  and  all  orders  of  the  board  of  trustees.  There  shall  be  a 
quarterly  meeting  of  the  board  of  trustees  at  the  institution,  and  as 
much  oftener  as  shall  be  necessary,  and  they  shall  determine.  The 
board  shall  have  power  to  pass  all  such  by-laws,  ordinances,  and  rules 
as  the  good  government  of  the  institution  shall  require,  and  therein 
to  prescribe  what  shall  be  taught  to  and  what  labor  "performed  by  the 
pupils ;  and  generally  to  do  and  perform  all  such  administrative  acts 
as  are  usually  performed  by  and  within  the  appropriate  duty  of  a 
board  of  trustees,  and  shall,  by  a  secretary  of  their  appointment,  keep 
a  minute  of  the  proceedings  and  action  of  the  board. 

Section  6.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  trustees  as 
soon,  and  as  often  as  the  exigencies  of  the  institution  shall  require,  in 
addition  to  the  principal,  to  employ  such  other  professors,  teachers 
or  tutors  as  shall  be  qualified  to  impart  to  pupils  under  their  charge 
a  knowledge  of  the  English  language,  grammar,  geography,  history, 
mathematics,  chemistry  and  such  other  branches  of  the  natural  and 
exact  sciences  as  will  conduce  to  the  proper  education  of  a  farmer ; 
the  pupils  shall  themselves,  at  such  proper  times  and  seasons,  as  shall 
be  prescribed  by  the  board  of  trustees,  perform  all  the  labor  necessary 
in  the  cultivation  of  the  farm  ;  and  shall  thus  be  instructed  and  taught 
all  things  necessary  to  be  known  by  a  farmer,  it  being  the  design  and 
intention  of  this  law  to  establish  an  institution  in  which  youth  may 
be  so  educated  as  to  fit  them  for  the  occupation  of  a  farmer. 

Section  7.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  annually  elect  a  treasurer 
who  shall  receive  and  disburse  the  funds  of  the  institution  and  per- 
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from  such  other  duties  as  shall  be  required  of  him ;  and  from  whom 
they  shall  take  such  security  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duty 
as  necessity  shall  require ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  board 
of  trustees  annually  on  or  before  the  first  of  December,  to  make  out 
a  full  and  detailed  account  of  the  operations  of  the  institution  for  the 
preceding  year  and  an  account  of  all  its  receipts  and  disbursements 
and  report  the  same  to  the  Pennsylvania  State  Agricultural  Society, 
who  shall  embody  said  report  in  the  annual  report,  which,  by  exist¬ 
ing  laws,  the  said  society  is  bound  to  make  and  transmit  to  the  Leg¬ 
islature  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  of  January  of  each  and  every 
yecir. 

Section  8.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Pennsylvania  State  Ag¬ 
riculture  Society  to  appropriate,  out  of  their  funds,  to  the  objects  of 
this  act  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  whenever  the  same  shall  be 
required,  and  to  make  such  further  appropriations  annually  out  of 
their  funds  as  will  aid  in  the  prosecution  of  this  object,  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  and  privilege  of  this  society,  at  such  times  as  they  shall 
deem  expedient  by  their  committees,  officers,  or  otherwise  to  visit  the 
said  institution  and  examine  into  the  details  of  its  management. 

Approved — The  13th  day  of  April,  A.  D.  1854. 


An  act  to  incorporate  the  Farmers’  High  School  of  Pennsylvania. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa. 
tives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Asse??ibly  met, 
and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  there  be  and 
is  hereby  erected  and  established,  at  the  place  which  shall  be  desig¬ 
nated  by  the  authority,  and  as  hereinafter  provided,  an  institution 
for  the  education  of  youth  in  the  various  branches  of  science,  learning, 
and  practical  agriculture,  as  they  are  connected  with  each  other,  by 
the  name,  style,  and  title  of  the  Farmers’  High  School  of  Pennsylvania. 

Section  2.  That  the  said  institution  shall  be  under  the  manage¬ 
ment  and  government  of  a  board  of  trustees,  of  whom  there  shall  be 
thirteen,  and  seven  of  whom  shall  be  a  quorum,  competent  to  perform 
the  duties  hereinafter  authorized  and  required. 

Section  3.  That  the  Governor,  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth, 
the  president  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Agricultural  Society,  and  the 
principal  of  the  institution,  shall  each  be  ex-ofdcio  a  member  of  the 
board  of  trustees,  and  they,  with  Dr,  Alfred  L.  Elwyn  and  Algernon 
S.  Roberts,  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  H.  N.  McAllister,  of  the 
county  of  Centre  ;  R.  C.  Walker,  of  the  county  Allegheny ;  James 
Miles,  of  the  county  of  Erie  ;  John  Strohm,  of  the  county  of  Lancas- 
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ter  ;  A.  O.  Hiester  of  the  county  of  Dauphin  ;  William  Jessup,  of  the 
county  of  Susquehanna,  and  Frederick  Watts,  of  the  county  of  Cum¬ 
berland,  shall  constitute  the  first  board  of  trustees;  which  said  trus¬ 
tees  and  their  successors  in  office,  are  hereby  erected  and  declared  to 
be  a  body  politic  and  corporate  in  law,  with  perpetual  succession, 
by  the  name,  style,  and  title  of  the  Farmers’  High  School  of  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  by  which  name  and  title  the  said  trustees,  and  their  successors, 
shall  be  able  and  capable  in  law  to  take  by  gift,  grant,  sale,  or  con¬ 
veyance,  by  bequest,  devise,  or  otherwise,  any  estate  in  any  lands, 
tenements,  and  hereditaments,  goods,  chatties,  or  effects,  and  at  pleas¬ 
ure  to  alien  or  otherwise  dispose  of  the  same  to  and  for  the  use  and 
purpose  of  the  said  institution  :  Provided,  however,  That  the  annual 
income  of  the  said  estate  so  held,  shall  at  no  time  exceed  twenty- 
five  thousand  dollars ;  and  the  said  corporation  shall,  by  the  same 
name,  have  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  and  generally  to  do  and  trans¬ 
act  all  and  every  business  touching  or  concerning  the  premises,  or 
which  shall  be  necessarily  incidental  thereto,  and  to  hold,  enjoy,  and 
exercise  all  such  powers,  authorities,  and  jurisdiction  as  are  customary 
within  the  colleges  within  this  Commonwealth. 

Section  4.  That  the  same  trustees  shall  cause  to  be  made  a  seal, 
with  such  device  as  they  may  think  proper,  and  by  and  with  which 
all  the  deeds,  diplomas,  certificates,  and  acts  of  the  institution  shall  be 
authenticated,  and  they  may  at  their  pleasure  alter  the  same. 

Section  5.  That  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  board  of  trustees,  the 
nine  named,  who  are  not  ex-officio  members  shall,  by  themselves  and 
by  lot,  be  divided  into  three  classes  of  three  each,  numbered  one, 
two,  and  three ;  the  appointment  hereby  made  of  class  number  one, 
shall  terminate  on  the  first  Monday  of  October,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  fifty-six ;  number  two  on  the  first  Monday  of  October, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-seven,  and  number  three  on  the 
first  Monday  of  October,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-eight; 
and  upon  the  termination  of  such  office  of  such  directors,  to  wit ;  On 
the  first  Monday  of  October  in  every  year  an  election  shall  be  held 
at  the  institution  to  supply  their  place,  and  such  election  shall  be  de¬ 
termined  by  the  votes  of  the  members  of  the  executive  committee  of 
the  Pennsylvania  State  Agricultural  Society,  and  the  votes  of  three  rep 
resentatives  duly  chosen  by  each  county  agricultural  society  in  this 
Commonwealth  which  shall  have  been  organized  at  least  three  months 
preceeding  the  time  of  election,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board 
of  trustees  to  appoint  two  of  their  number  as  judges  to  hold  such 
election,  to  receive  and  count  the  votes,  and  return  the  same  to  the 
board  of  trustees  with  their  certificate  of  the  number  of  votes  cast. 
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and  for  whom,  whereupon  the  said  board  shall  determine  who  have 
received  the  highest  number  of  votes,  and  who  are  thereby  elected. 

Section  6.  That  on  the  second  Thursday  of  June  after  the  passage 
of  this  act,  the  board  of  trustees,  who  are  hereby  appointed,  shall 
meet  at  Harrisburg,  and  proceed  to  the  organization  of  an  institution 
and  selection  of  the  most  eligible  site  within  the  Commonwealth  of 
Pennsylvania  for  its  location,  where  they  shall  purchase  or  obtain  by 
gift,  grant,  or  otherwise,  a  tract  of  land  containing  at  least  two  hun¬ 
dred  acres,  and  not  exceeding  two  thousand  acres,  upon  which  they 
they  shall  procure  such  improvements  and  alterations  to  be  made,  as 
will  make  it  an  institution  properly  adapted  to  the  instructions  of  youth 
in  the  art  of  farming  according  to  the  meaning  and  design  of  this  act. 
They  shall  select  and  choose  a  principal  for  said  institution  who  with 
such  scientific  attainments  and  capacity  to  teach  as  the  Board  shall 
deem  necessary,  shall  be  a  good  practical  farmer ;  he  with  such  other 
persons  as  shall,  from  time  to  time,  be  employed  as  teachers,  shall 
comprise  the  faculty,  under  whose  control  the  immediate  management 
of  the  institution,  and  the  instruction  of  all  the  youth  committed  to 
its  care,  shall  be  subject,  however,  to  the  revision  and  all  the  orders 
of  the  board  of  trustees ;  there  shall  be  a  quarterly  meeting  of  the 
board  of  trustees  at  the  institution,  and  as  much  oftener  as  shall  be 
necessary,  and  they  shall  determine  ;  the  board  shall  have  pow'er  to 
pass  all  such  by-laws,  ordinances,  and  rules  as  the  good  government 
of  the  institution  shall  require,  and  therein  to  prescribe  what  shall  be 
taught  to  and  what  labor  performed  by  the  pupils,  and  generally  to 
do  and  perform  all  such  administrative  acts  as  are  usually  performed 
by  and  within  the  appropriate  duty  of  a  board  of  trustees,  and  shall, 
by  a  secretary  of  their  appointment,  keep  a  minute  of  the  proceedings 
and  action  of  the  board. 

Section  7.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  trustees  as 
soon  and  as  often  as  the  exigencies  of  the  case  may  require,  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  the  principal,  to  employ  such  other  professors,  teachers,  or 
tutors  as  shall  be  qualified  to  impart  to  pupils  under  their  charge  a 
knowledge  of  the  English  language,  grammar,  geography,  history, 
mathematics,  chemistry,  and  such  other  branches  of  natural  and  ex¬ 
act  sciences  as  will  conduce  to  the  proper  education  of  a  farmer  ;  the 
pupils  shall,  themselves,  at  such  proper  times  and  seasons  as  shall  be 
prescribed  by  the  board  of  trustees,  perform  all  the  labor  necessary 
in  the  cultivation  of  the  farm,  and  shall  thus  be  instructed  and  taught 
all  things  necessary  to  be  known  by  a  farmer. 

Section  8.  That  the  board  of  trustees  shall  annully  elect  a  treas¬ 
urer,  who  shall  receive  and  disburse  the  funds  of  the  institution,  and 
perform  such  other  duties  as  shall  be  required  of  him,  and  from  whom 
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they  shall  take  such  security  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duty 
as  necessity  shall  require ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  of 
trustees  annually  on  or  before  the  first  of  December,  to  make  out  a 
full  and  detailed  account  of  the  operations  of  the  institution  for  the 
preceding  year,  and  an  account  of  all  its  receipts  and  disbursements, 
and  report  the  same  to  the  Pennsylvania  State  Agricultural  Society, 
who  shall  embody  said  report  in  the  annual  report  which,  by  existing 
laws,  the  said  society  is  bound  to  make,  and  transmit  to  the  Legisla¬ 
ture  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  of  January  each  and  every  year. 

Section  9.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Pennsylvania  State  Ag¬ 
ricultural  Society,  to  appropriate  out  of  their  funds  to  the  object  of 
this  act,  a  sum  not  exceeding  ten  thousand  dollars,  whenever  the  same 
shall  be  required,  and  to  make  such  further  appropriations  annually, 
out  of  their  funds,  as  will  aid  in  the  prosecution  of  this  object,  and 
it  shall  be  the  duty  and  privilege  of  said  society,  at  such  time  as  they 
shall  deem  expedient  by  their  committees,  officers  or  otherwise,  to 
visit  the  said  institution  and  examine  into  the  details  of  its  manage¬ 
ment. 

Section  10.  That  the  act  to  incorporate  the  “Farmers’  High 
School  of  Pennsylvania,”  approved  the  thirteenth  day  of  April,  Anno 
Domini  on  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-four,  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  repealed. 

Approved — The  2 2d  day  of  February,  A.  D.  1855. 


An  act  making  an  appropriation  from  the  State  treasury  in  aid  of  the  Farmers’ 

High  School. 

Whereas,  The  Farmers’  High  School  of  Pennsylvania  has  secured 
from  various  sources,  in  aid  of  the  object  of  the  institution,  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  two  hundred  acres  of  land  donated,  a  fund  of  twenty- five 
thousand  dollars  : 

Section  i  .  Be  it  hereby  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre¬ 
sentatives  of  the  Conunofiivealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  the  sum 
of  twenty- five  thousand  dollars  be  and  is  hereby  appropriated  to  the 
Farmers’  High  School  of  Pennsylvania,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  moneys 
in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated  :  Provided,  That  the  admis¬ 
sions  to  said  school  from  the  several  counties,  shall  be  in  proportion 
to  their  number  of  taxables  respectively,  if  such  number  shall  apply. 

Section  2.  That  the  further  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars  be  and 
is  hereby  appropriated  to  said  institution,  to  be  paid  as  hereinafter 
provided. 
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Section  3.  That  whenever  it  shall  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Governor,  that  said  high  school  shall  have  received  from  some  other 
source  or  sources  one  thousand  dollars  or  upwards,  the  State  Treas¬ 
urer  shall  pay  to  said  school  an  equal  sum,  independent  of  the  ap¬ 
propriation  made  in  the  first  section,  and  so  on  until  a  sum  not  ex¬ 
ceeding  twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  in  addition  to  the  preceding 
appropriation,  shall  have  been  appropriated  to  said  school :  P/'ovided, 
That  the  said  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  shall  be  subscribed 
within  three  years  after  the  passage  of  this  act. 

Section  4.  That  the  time  fixed  by  the  orignal  act  of  incorporation 
of  the  Farmers’  High  School,  for  the  annual  meeting  and  election  of 
the  trustees  and  officers  of  the  the  said  institution,  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  changed  so  that  the  same  shall  hereafter  be  on  the  first  Wed¬ 
nesday  of  September,  in  each  year,  instead  of  the  time  mentioned  in 
the  original  act. 

Section  5.  There  shall  be  established,  in  connection  with  the  insti¬ 
tution,  an  office  where  correct  and  perfect  analysis  shall  be  made, 
without  charge,  of  all  soils  and  manures  which  shall  be  sent  by  citi¬ 
zens  of  this  Comonwealth  for  that  purpose,  and  a  correct  report  re¬ 
turned  of  the  result  of  said  analysis,  accompanied  with  such  informa¬ 
tion  as  may  be  useful  in  the  case. 

Section  6.  That  the  said  corporation  shall  furnish  reports  of  the 
results  of  all  experiments  made  with  trees,  shrubs,  plants,  seeds,  soils, 
and  breeding  and  rearing  of  stock,  to  at  least  one  newspaper  in  each 
county  in  the  Commonwealth  for  publication ;  the  same  to  be  fur¬ 
nished  monthly,  or  immediately  after  the  results  of  the  investigations 
are  known. 

Approved — The  20th  day  of  May,  A.  D.  1857. 


An  act  relating  to  the  trustees  of  the  Farmers  High  School  of  Pennsylvania. 

Section  i  .  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represe?ita- 
tives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly  met, 
and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That  at  all  future 
meetings  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Farmers’  High  School  of 
Pennsylvania,  five  members  thereof  shall  constitute  a  quorum  com¬ 
petent  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Section  2.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  court  of  quarter  ses¬ 
sions  of  Centre  county  to  grant  a  license  to  any  person  or  persons 
for  the  sale  of  ardent  spirits  or  malt  liquors,  at  any  place  within  two 
miles  of  the  Farmers’  High  School  of  Pennsylvania,  located  in  the 
said  county. 
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Section  3.  That  the  Superintendent  of  the  Pennsylvania  State 
Lunatic  Hospital  be  and  is  hereby  directed  to  deliver  to  the  trustees 
of  the  Farmers’  High  School  of  Pennsylvania,  to  be  arranged  for  ex¬ 
hibition  and  use  in  the  museum  of  the  said  school,  the  cabinets  of 
mineralogical  and  geological  specimens  belonging  to  the  State,  which 
were  placed  in  the  care  of  the  said  superintendent  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  Commonwealth,  in  compliance  with  the  resolution,  approved 
the  fifteenth  day  of  February,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty- 
five. 

Approved — The  17th  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1859. 


An  act  making  an  appropriation  from  the  State  treasury  in  the  further  aid  of  the 
Farmers’  High  School  of  Pennsylvania,  and  to  enable  the  trustees  to  complete  the 
college  buildings. 

Whereas,  The  Farmers’  High  School  of  Pennsylvania,  combining 
manual  labor  with  the  acquisition  of  scientific  knowledge,  has  been 
in  operation  for  two  years,  with  over  one  hundred  students,  demon¬ 
strating  by  actual  results  the  practicability  and  expediency  of  the 
union : 

And  whereas,  The  trustees,  for  want  of  the  funds  required  to  com¬ 
plete  the  whole,  were  compelled  to  suspend  the  work  upon  the  center 
building,  east  wing,  and  curtain,  constituting  two-thirds  of  the  college 
structure,  leaving  the  walls  of  the  same  at  the  height  of  one-story, 
and  much  of  the  material  prepared  for  the  construction  thereof  in  an 
exposed  condition ; 

And  whereas,  Until  the  completion  of  the  entire  buildings,  de¬ 
signed  for  the  accommodation  of  four  hundred  students,  this  great 
enterprise  of  our  age  and  country,  now  exciting  a  deep  interest  in 
many  States,  cannot  be  fairly  tested ;  therefore. 

Section  i  .  Be  it  ejiacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa¬ 
tives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
7net,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That  the 
sum  of  forty-nine  thousand  nine  hundred  dollars  be  and  is  hereby 
appropriated  to  the  Farmers’  High  School  of  Pennsylvania  to  be  paid 
in  eight  quarterly  payments  as  the  work  progresses,  out  of  moneys  in 
the  State  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated  :  Provided^  That  before 
any  part  of  this  appropriation  be  drawn  from  the  treasury,  satisfac¬ 
tory  evidence  shall  be  produced  to  the  Auditor  General  that  the  man¬ 
agers  have  entered  into  a  contract  with  sufficient  sureties  that  the 
buildings  shall  all  be  finished  for  the  amount  herein  appropriated. 
Section  2.  'Phat  for  the  purpose  of  having  the  sum  appropriated 
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by  the  provisions  of  this  act  properly  applied  to  the  completion  of 
the  buildings  of  the  Farmers’  High  School,  that  Frederick  Watts, 
Henry  D.  Moore,  H.  N.  McAlister,  Isaac  W.  Van  Lear,  and  Gideon 
J.  Ball,  be  appointed  commissioners  with  instructions  to  report  to  the 
next  Legislature. 

Approved — The  i8th  day  of  April,  A.  D.  i86i. 


Petition  of  the  Farmers’  High  School  of  Pennsylvania. 

To  the  Honorable  the  judges  of  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of 

Centre  county  : 

The  petition  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Farmers’  High  School 
of  Pennsylvania,  respectfully  represents,  “That  their  Institution  was  in¬ 
corporated  by  the  act  of  the  Legislature  of  Pennsylvania  the  2 2d  of 
February,  1855,  name,  style  and  title  of  the  ‘Farmers’  High 

School  of  Pennsylvania,’  and  tha^  they  are  desirous  to  change  the 
name  of  the  Institution  as  incorporated,  whereby  the  same  shall  be 
forever  hereafter  called  and  known  by  the  name,  style,  and  title  of 
‘The  Agricultural  College  of  Pennsylvania.’  They  therefore  pray 
the  court  to  make  such  order  and  decree  in  the  premises  as  that  the 
name  of  the  corporation  may  be  thus  changed,  in  pursuance  of  the 
twelfth  section  of  the  act  of  4th  of  April,  1843.  And  we  as  in  duty 
bound  will  ever  pray,  &c.”

By  the  Court. 
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An  act  to  accept  the  grant  of  public  lands  by  the  United  States  to  the  several 
States,  for  the  endowment  of  agricultural  colleges. 

Whereas,  By  an  act  of  ("ongress,  passed  the  second  day  of  July, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-two,  a  grant  of  land  was  made 
to  the  several  States  and  Territories,  which  may  provide  colleges  for 
the  benefit  of  agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts,  equal  to  thirty  thou- 
.sand  acres  for  each  Senator  and  Representative  in  Congress  to  which 
the  States  are  respectively  entitled,  by  the  apportionment  under  the 
census  of  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixtv,  which  act  of  Con-

gress  requires  that  the  several  States,  in  order  to  entitle  them  to  the 
benefit  of  said  grant,  should,  within  two  years  from  the  date  of  this 
act,  express  their  acceptance  of  the  same ; 

And  whereas,  the  Legislature  of  Pennsylvania  has  already  shown 
its  high  regard  for  the  agricultural  interests  of  the  State,  by  the  es¬ 
tablishment  of  the  Agricultural  College  of  Pennsylvania,  and  by 
making  liberal  appropriations  thereto  ;  therefore, 

Section  i.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa¬ 
tives  of  the  Commonwealth  .of  Remtsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That  the 
act  of  Congress  of  the  United  States,  passed  the  second  day  of  July, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-two,  entitled  “  An  act  donating 
lands  to  the  several  States  and  Territories  which  may  provide  colleges 
for  the  benefit  of  agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts,”  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  accepted  by  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  with  all  its  pro¬ 
visions  and  conditions,  and  the  faith  of  the  State  is  hereby  pledged 
to  carry  the  same  into  effect. 

Section  2.  That  the  Surveyor  General  of  the  State  of  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  is  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  do  every  act  and  thing 
necessary  to  entitle  this  State  to  its  distributive  share  of  land  scrip, 
under  the  provisions  of  the  said  act  of  Congress,  and  when  the  said 
scrip  is  received  by  him,  to  dispose  of  the  same,  under  such  regula¬ 
tions  as  the  board  of  commissioners  hereafter  appointed  by  this  act 
shall  prescribe. 

Section  3.  That  the  Governor,  the  Auditor  General,  and  the  Sur¬ 
veyor  General  are  hereby  constituted  a  board  of  commissioners,  with 
full  power  and  authority  to  make  all  needful  rules  and  regulations 
respecting  the  manner  in  which  the  Surveyor  General  aforesaid  shall 
dispose  of  the  said  land  scrip,  the  investment  of  the  proceeds  thereof 
in  the  State  stocks  of  this  State,  and  apply  interest  arising  therefrom 
as  herein  directed ;  and  in  general  to  do  all  and  every  act  or  acts 
necessary  to  carry  into  full  effect  the  said  act  of  Congress  :  Provided, 
That  no  investment  shall  be  made  in  any  other  stocks  than  those  of 
the  United  States  or  of  this  Commonwealth. 
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Section  4.  That  until  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Legislature  of  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  the  annual  interest  accruing  from  any  investment  of  the 
funds  acquired  under  the  said  act  of  Congress  is  hereby  appropriated, 
and  the  said  commissioners  are  directed  to  pay  the  same  to  the  Agri¬ 
cultural  College  of  Pennsylvania  for  the  endowment,  support,  and 
maintenance  of  said  institution,  which  college  is  now  in  full  and  suc¬ 
cessful  operation,  and  where  the  leading  object  is,  without  excluding 
other  scientific  and  classical  studies,  and  including  military  tactics,  to 
teach  such  branches  of  learning  as  are  related  to  agriculture  and  the  I 
mechanic  arts. 

Section  5.  That  the  said  Agricultural  College  of  Pennsylvania 
shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  February  of  each  year,  make  a 
report  to  the  Legislature  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  said 
institution  for  the  preceding  year. 

Approved — The  ist  day  of  April,  A.  D.  1863.  I

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A  supplement  to  the  act  to  accept  the  grant  of  public  lands  by  the  United  States 
to  the  several  States,  for  the  endowment  of  Agricultural  Colleges,  passed  the 
first  day  of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-three. 

Section  i  .  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa¬ 
tives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  sa?ne,  That  the 
third  section  of  the  act,  entitled  “  An  act  to  accept  the  grant  of  pub¬ 
lic  lands,  by  the  United  States,  to  the  several  States,  for  the  endow¬ 
ment  of  Agricultural  Colleges,”  passed  the  first  day  of  April,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-three,  shall  be  so  construed  as  to 
authorize  the  Governor,  Auditor  General,  and  Surveyor  General,  as 
commissioners,  in  the  performance  of  the  duties  devolved  upon  them 
by  said  act,  to  direct  the  payment  of  the  expenses  of  disposing  of  the 
said  land  scrip,  out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  ap¬ 
propriated  :  Provided,  That  no  more  than  one  third  of  the  distribu¬ 
tive  shares  of  the  said  land  scrip,  donated  to  this  State,  shall  be  sold 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  2.  That  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Agricultural  College 
of  Pennsylvania  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  borrow  a  sum  of 
money  not  exceeding  eighty  thousand  dollars,  at  a  rate  of  interest 
not  exceeding  seven  per  cent.,  and  taxes,  with  which  to  pay  and  con¬ 
solidate  all  the  debts  of  the  institution,  and  to  secure  the  same  by  a 
mortgage  upon  the  property  thereof. 

Approved — The  nth  day  of  April,  A.  D.  1866. 
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An  act  relating  to  the  Agricultural  College  of  Pennsylvania,  and  to  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  experimental  farms  in  connection  therewith. 

Whereas,  The  trustees  of  the  Agricultural  College  of  Pennsylvania, 
from  the  want  of  adequate  funds,  have  deferred  the  establishment  of 
the  experimental  farm  contemplated  in  the  original  plan  of  the  in¬ 
stitution  : 

And  whereas,  To  secure  greater  diversity  of  soil  and  climate,  and 
add  to  the  interests  and  importance  of  the  experiments,  it  is  thought 

best  that  three  experimental  farms  should  be  established  in  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  ; 

Section  i  .  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa¬ 
tives  of  the  Coimjionwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly  met, 
and  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That  the  proviso 
to  the  first  section  of  the  act,  entitled  ‘‘A  supplement  to  the  act  to 
accept  the  grant  of  public  lands,  by  the  United  States,  to  the  several 
States  for  the  endowment  of  Agricultural  Colleges,  passed  the  first 
day  of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-three,”  approved 
the  eleventh  day  of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-six, 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Section  2.  That  the  one  tenth  part  of  the  entire  proceeds  of  the 
lands  donated  by  Congress  to  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  by  the  act 
of  the  second  day  of  July,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-two, 
in  trust  accepted  by  the  act  of  the  first  day  of  April,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  sixty-three,  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  appropriated,  and  the  commissioners  under  the 
said  act  of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-three,  are 
directed  to  pay  the  same  to  the  Agricultural  College  of  Pennsylvania, 
to  be  expended  in  the  purchase  of  lands  for  experimental  farms. 

Section  3.  That  the  interest  and  income  of  the  entire  residue  of 
the  proceeds  of  the  said  lands  be  and  are  hereby  appropriated,  and 
the  commissioners  under  the  said  act,  are  hereby  directed  to  pay 
the  same  as  it  shall  accrue,  to  the  Agricultural  College  of  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  for  the  endowment,  support,  and  maintenance  thereof,  on  con¬ 
dition  that  the  trustees  establish,  conduct,  and  maintain,  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  College,  three  experimental  farms ;  one  near  the  Col¬ 
lege,  under  the  immediate  supervision  of  the  Professor  of  Agriculture 
in  the  institution,  another  east,  and  the  other  west,  upon  lands  of 
diversified  quality,  under  the  immediate  supervision,  respectively,  6f 
an  assistant  professor  of  agriculture. 

Approved — The  19th  day  of  February,  A.  D.  1867.

The  petition  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Agricultural  College 
of  Pennsylvania  respectfully  showeth  :  That  the  said  institution  of 
learning  was  incorporated  by  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  approved  the  2  2d  day  of  February, 
A.  D.  1855,  under  the  name,  style,  and  title  of  “The  Farmers’  High 
School  of  Pennsylvania;”  that  by  the  same  act  of  Assembly  the  time 
fixed  for  the  annual  election  of  the  trustees  of  the  said  institution  was 
fixed  for  the  first  Monday  of  October  in  every  year,  which  time,  by 
an  act  of  the  General  Assembly,  approved  the  20th  day  of  May,  A. 
D.  1857,  was  changed  to  the  first  Wednesday  of  September  in  each 
year ;  that  by  a  decree  of  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the  said 
county  of  Centre,  upon  the  petition  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  said 
institution  of  learning,  the  name  thereof  was  changed,  upon  the  first 
day  of  May  A.  D.  1862,  from  “The  Framers’  High  School  of  Penn¬ 
sylvania”  to  “The  Agricultural  College  of  Pennsylvania,”  by  which 
latter  name  it  has  since  been  designated  and  known  ;  your  petitioners 
further  represent  that  the  name  by  which  the  said  institution  of  learn¬ 
ing  is  now  known,  to  wit :  “The  Agricultural  College  of  Pennsylva¬ 
nia,”  fails  to  conveyor  represent  a  proper  idea  of  the  scope  of  the  in¬ 
struction  and  the  variety  of  branches  taught  therein  ;  that  instruction 
is  given  in  the  branches  which  relate  to  the  mechanic  arts,  and  to  a 
thorough  literary  education,  as  well  as  those  which  relate  to  agricul¬ 
ture  ;  and  that  in  the  opinion  of  your  petitioners  the  name  of  said 
institution  should  more  fully  express  its  scope  and  purpose.  Your 
petitioners  further  represent  that  the  time  fixed  for  the  election  of  trus¬ 
tees  in  each  year  is  inconvenient,  and  at  a  time  when  a  meeting  must 
be  held  especially  for  that  purpose. 

They  exhibit  herewith  an  acceptance  of  notice  of  this  application 
from  the  Auditor  General  of  Pennsylvania,  and  thereupon  respectfully 
pray : 

First :  That  the  name  of  the  said  institution  of  learning  may  be 
altered  and  changed  from  “The  Agricultural  College  of  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,”  as  it  now  is,  to  “The  Pennsylvania  State  College.”. 

Second :  That  the  time  for  holding  the  annual  election  for  and 
annual  meeting  of  the  trustees  at  the  institution  be  altered  and  changed 
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from  the  first  Wednesday  of  September  in  each  year  as  now  by  law 
established,  to  the  Wednesday  next  preceding  the  last  F'riday  of  July 
in  each  year,  the  said  last  Friday  of  July  being  the  immovable  day 
in  the  college  calendar  closing  the  college  year,  and  being  in  the 
week  devoted  to  the  annual  public  exercises  of  the  college.  And 
your  petitioners  will  ever  pray,  &c.

changed  to  that  of  “The  Pennsylvania  State  College,  by  which  name 
it  shall  henceforth  be  known  and  designated ;  and  also  that  the  time 
for  holding  the  annual  election  for,  and  meeting  of  the  trustees  of 
said  college  be  changed  from  the  first  Wednesday  of  September,  as  by 
law  now  established;  to  the  Wednesday  next  preceding  the  last  Fri¬ 
day  of  July  in  each  and  every  year;  and  further,  that  these  proceed¬ 
ings  shall  be  recorded  in  the  recorder’s  office  in  said  county.

The  petition  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Col¬ 
lege  respectfully  showeth  :  That  the  said  institution  of  learning  was 
incorporated  by  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Common¬ 
wealth  of  Pennsylvania,  approved  the  twenty-second  day  of  Feb¬ 
ruary,  A.  D.  1855,  under  the  name,  style,  and  title  of  the  “Farmers’ 
High  School  of  Pennsylvania  that  by  the  same  act  of  Assembly,  the 
time  for  the  annual  election  of  the  trustees  of  the  said  institution  was 
fixed  for  the  first  Monday  of  October,  in  every  year ;  and  it  was  fur 
ther  provided  by  the  sanie  act,  “  that  such  election  shall  be  determined 
by  the  votes  of  the  members  of  the  executive  committee  of  the  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  State  Agricultural  Society  and  the  votes  of  three  representatives 
duly  chosen  by  each  county  agricultural  society  in  this  Common¬ 
wealth,  which  shall  have  been  organized  at  least  three  months  pre¬ 
ceding  the  time  of  election  that  by  the  seventh  section  of  the  same 
act,  it  was  further  provided,  “that  the  pupils  shall,  themselves,  at  such 
proper  times  and  seasons  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  board  of  trus¬ 
tees,  perform  all  the  labor  necessary  in  the  cultivation  of  the  farm,  and 
shall  thus  be  instructed  and  taught  all  things  necessary  to  be  known 
by  a  farmer  that  by  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly,  approved  the 
twentieth  day  of  IMay,  A.  D.  1857,  the  time  for  the  election  and  an¬ 
nual  meeting  of  the  trustees  was  changed  from  the  first  Monday  in 
October  in  every  year,  to  first  Wednesday  of  September  in  each  year, 
which  said  act  was  further  changed  by  a  decree  of  your  honorable 
court,  dated  the  twenty-sixth  day  of  January,  A.  D.  1874,  to  the 
Wednesday  next  preceding  the  last  Friday  of  July,  in  each  and  every 
year  ;  that  by  a  decree  of  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  said  county 
of  Centre,  dated  the  first  day  of  May,  A.  D.  1862,  the  name  of  the  said 
institution  of  learning  was  altered  and  changed  from  “The  Farmers’ 
High  School  of  Pennsylvania,”  to  “The  Agricultural  College  of 
Pennsylvania,”  and  that  by  the  decree  of  your  honorable  court,  dated 
the  twenty-sixth  day  of  January,  A.  D.  1874,  aforementioned,  the 
the  name  of  the  said  institution  of  learning  was  altered  and  changed 
from  “The  Agricultural  College  of  Pennsylvania,”  to  “The  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  State  College,”  by  which  said  name  last  above  mentioned,  it  has 
since  been  and  now  is  known  and  designated. 

Your  petitioners  further  show  that  by  an  act  of  the  Congres's  of  the 
United  States,  approved  the  2d  day  of  July,  A.  D.  1862,  entitled 
“An  act  donating  lands  to  the  several  States  and  Territories  which 
may  provide  colleges  for  the  benefit  of  agriculture  and  the  mechanic 
arts,”  which  said  act  of  Congress,  in  addition  to  donating  lands

aforesaid  provided,  among  other  things,  that  in  the  colleges  estab¬ 
lished  under  or  accepting  the  provisions  of  the  said  act,  “the  lead¬ 
ing  subject  shall  be,  without  excluding  other  scientific  and  class¬ 
ical  studies,  and  including  military  tactics,  to  teach  such  branches  of 
learning  as  are  related  to  agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts,  in  such 
manner  as  the  Legislature  of  the  State  may  prescribe,  in  order  to 
promote  the  liberal  and  practical  education  of  the  industrial  classes 
in  the  several  pursuits  and  professions  of  life;  and  which  said  act  of 
Congress,  by  an  act  of  General  Assembly,  approved  the  ist  day  of 
April,  A.  D.  1863,  was  accepted  by  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  with 
all  its  provisions  and  conditions,  and  the  faith  of  the  State  pledged  to 
carry  the  same  into  effect ;  that  by  the  fourth  section  of  the  said  last 
mentioned  act  of  Assembly  it  was  further  provided  “that  until 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  Legislature  of  Pennsylvania,  the  annual 
interest  accruing  from  any  investment  of  the  funds  acquired  under 
the  said  act  of  Congress,  is  hereby  appropriated,  and  the  said  com¬ 
missioners  are  directed  to  pay  the  same  to  the  Agricultural  College 
of  Pennsylvania,  for  the  endowment,  support,  and  maintenance  of 
the  said  institution,  which  college  is  now  in  full  and  successful  opera¬ 
tion,  and  where  the  leading  object  is,  without  excluding  other  scien¬ 
tific  and  classical  studies,  and  including  military  tactics,  to  teach  such 
branches  of  learning  as  are  related  to  agriculture  and  the  mechanic 
arts;”  and  that  by  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly,  approved  the 
nineteenth  day  of  February,  A.  D.  1867,  after  providing  for  the  es¬ 
tablishment  of  experimental  farms,  it  was  provided  by  the  third  sec- 
of  the  said  act,  “that  the  interest  and  income  of  the  entire  residue  of 
the  proceeds  of  the  said  lands  be  and  are  hereby  appropriated,  and  the 
commissioners  under  the  said  act  are  also  hereby  directed  to  pay  the 
same  as  it  shall  accrue  to  the  Agricultural  College  of  Pennsylvania 
for  the  endowment,  support,  and  maintenance  thereof,  on  condition 
the  trustees  establish,  conduct,  and  maintain,  in  connection  with  the 
college,  three  experimental  farms,”  &c.  Your  petitioners  further 
showing  that  by  recent  action  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  said  col¬ 
lege,  the  academic  year  has  been  divided  into  three  sessions  instead 
of  two,  as  formerly,  and  that  the  close  of  the  said  academic  year  has 
been  fixed  upon  Friday  next  preceeding  the  fourth  day  of  July  in 
each  year,  and  that  the  annual  closing  exercises  of  the  institution  take 
place  upon  the  days  next  immediately  preceding  the  close  of  the 
academic  year,  respectfully  pray  that  the  articles  and  conditions  of 
the  charter  of  the  said  institution  of  learning  may  be  so  changed, 
amended,  improved,  and  altered  as  to  conform  to  the  altered  condi¬ 
tions  imposed  upon  the  institution  by  the  acceptance  of  the  provisions 
of  the  act  or  Congress,  approved  the  2d  day  of  July,  A.  D.  1862, 
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hereinbefore  referred  to,  and  the  action  of  the  board  of  trustees  last 
above  mentioned,  and  so  that  the  same  may  hereafter  be,  until  other¬ 
wise  ordered,  as  follows,  to  wit : 

First.  That  the  time  for  holding  the  annual  election  for,  and  an¬ 
nual  meeting  of  the  trustees  of  the  institution,  be  fixed  for  the  Wed¬ 
nesday  next  preceding  the  Friday  immediately  preceding  the  fourth 
day  of  July  in  each  and  every  year,  instead  of  thee  Wednesday  next 
preceding  the  last  Friday  of  July,  as  at  present  established. 

Seco?id.  That  the  number  of  trustees  of  said  institution  be  fixed  at 
twenty-three  instead  of  thirteen,  as  provided  in  the  second  section  of 
the  act  of  Assembly,  approved  the  twenty-second  day  of  February 
A.  D.  1855,  and  that  the  said  board  of  trustees  be  constituted  as  fol¬ 
lows  :  The  Governor,  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  the  Sec¬ 
retary  of  Internal  Affairs,  the  Adjutant  General,  the  Superintendent 
of  Public  Instruction,  the  president  of  the  State  Agricultural  Society, 
the  president  of  the  Franklin  Institute  of  Penn<:ylvania ;  and  the 
president  of  the  institution,  shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  the  board; 
the  remaining  members,  to  wit :  Fifteen  shall  be  elected  in  manner 
following,  to  wit :  Three  by  the  alumni  of  the  institution,  and  the 
remaining  twelve  by  a  body  of  electors  composed  of  the  executive 
committee  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Agricultural  Society,  the  man¬ 
agers  of  the  Franklin  Institute  of  Pennsylvania,  three  representatives 
duly  chosen  by  each  county  agricultural  society  in  this  Common¬ 
wealth,  which  shall  have  been  organized  at  least  three  months  pre¬ 
ceding  the  time  of  election,  and  three  representatives  duly  chosen 
by  each  association,  not  exceeding  one  in  each  county  of  the  Com¬ 
monwealth,  which  shall  have  for  its  principal  object  the  promotion 
and  encouragement  of  the  mining  and  manufacturing  interests  of  the 
Commonwealth  and  the  mechanic  and  useful  arts,  and  which  shall, 
in  like  manner,  have  been  organized  at  least  three  months  preceding 
the  time  of  election. 

Third.  That  at  the  election  to  be  held  under  the  provisions  of  the 
preceding  paragraph,  in  the  year,  A.  D.  1876,  the  alumni  be 
authorizied  to  elect  three  trustees,  one  to  serve  for  one  year,  one 
for  two  years,  and  one  for  three  years,  and  that  annually  there¬ 
after,  the  said  alumni  be  authorized  and  empowered  to  elect  one 
trustee  in  place  of  the  one  whose  term  of  office  shall  expire,  to  serve 
for  the  period  of  three  years ;  and  that  the  other  electors  referred  to 
in  the  second  paragraph,  or  so  many  of  them  as  shall  be  present  at 
the  institution  at  the  annual  meeting  in  the  year  A.  D.  1876,  be 
authorized  and  empowered  to  elect  three  trustees  in  addition  to  the 
three  whose  term  of  office  shall  then  expire,  one  of  which  additional 
trustees  to  be  elected  to  serve  one  year,  one  for  two  years,  and  one 
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for  three  years  ;  and  that  annually  thereafter,  the  said  electors  be 
authorized  and  empowered  to  elect  four  trustees,  instead  of  three  as 
at  present,  to  serve  for  the  period  of  three  years,  and  that  all  elections 
be  directed  to  be  held  at  the  institution  by  so  many  of  the  electors 
and  alumni  above  mentioned  as  shall  be  present  at  the  regular  time 
for  holding  elections,  under  the  direction  of  the  board  of  trustees  and 
by  ballot,  as  now  provided  by  law. 

Fourth.  That  in  addition  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  board  of 
trustees  at  the  institution,  such  other  meetings  be  authorized  as  may 
be  fixed  by  the  board  by  their  adjournment  from  time  to  time,  or  be 
called  by  the  authority  of  the  president  and  secretary,  in  which  latter 
case  printed  or  written  notice  shall  be  given  to  each  and  every  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  board  at  least  ten  days  prior  to  the  time  of  meeting,  which 
said  meetings  shall  take  place  and  be  in  lieu  of  those  provided  by  the 
sixth  section  of  the  act  of  the  twenty-second  of  February,  A.  D.  1855  ; 
also,  that  all  meetings  of  the  board  of  trustees  as  aforesaid,  five  mem¬ 
bers  thereof  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business, 
as  now  provided  by  the  first  section  of  the  act  of  Assembly  approved 
the  17th  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1859. 

Fifth.  That  so  much  of  the  seventh  section  of  the  act  of  Assembly, 
approved  the  twenty-second  day  of  February,  A,  D.  1855,  as  pro¬ 
vides  “  that  the  pupils  shall  themselves,  at  such  proper  times  and 
seasons  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  board  of  trustees,  perform  all 
the  labor  necessary  in  the  cultivation  of  the  farm,  and  shall  thus  be 
instructed  and  taught  all  things  necessary  to  be  known  by  a  farmer, 
it  being  the  design  and  intention  of  this  act  to  establish  an  institu¬ 
tion  in  which  youth  may  be  so  educated  as  to  fit  them  for  the  occu¬ 
pation  of  a  farmer,”  be  so  changed  and  modified  as  to  require  the 
students  of  the  said  institution  to  perform  so  much  labor  as  shall 
from  time  to  time  be  prescribed  by  the  board  of  trustees,  and  shall 
best  carry  out  the  design  of  the  institution  in  promoting  “  the  lib¬ 
eral  and  practical  education  of  the  industrial  classes  in  the  several 
pursuits  and  professions  in  life.”

Humes  and  A.  O.  Heister  in  trust,  and  to  secure  the  payment  of  eighty 
thousand  dollars  of  bonds  therein  specified  ;  said  mortgage  being 
dated  the  thirty-first  day  of  May,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-six,  and 
recorded  in  Centre  county,  in  mortgage  book  F.  one  hundred  and 
nineteen  to  one  hundred  and  twenty-four,  inclusive  :  Provided,  That 
but  forty  thousand  dollars  shall  be  paid  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred 
and  seventy-eight,  and  the  other  forty  thousand  in  the  year  eighteen 
hundred  and  seventy-nine.

It  being  represented  to  the  commission  that  the  scrip  to  this  State 
by  the  Government  of  the  United  States  had  been  received,  it  be¬ 
comes  necessary  to  make  such  disposition  of  it  as  is  required  by  the 
provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress  of  the  2d  July  1862. 

Whereupon  the  following  was  agreed  to  : 

Resolved,  That  in  pursuance  of  the  third  section  of  the  act  of  As¬ 
sembly,  the  following  rules  and  regulations  are  hereby  adopted  : 

1.  That  it  is  expedient  immediately  to  dispose  of  the  land  scrip 
donated  by  Congress,  that  the  proceeds  thereof  may  be  funded  for  the 
purpose  provided  by  law. 

2.  That  the  Surveyor  General  is  hereby  directed  to  appoint  an 
agent  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  make  such  arrangements  for  the  sale 
of  the  said  scrip  as  may  be  deemed  adequate  for  the  attainment  of 
the  object,  reporting  his  action  for  the  approval  of  this  board. 

3.  When  the  action  of  the  agent  shall  have  been  approved  by  the 
board,  and  the  scrip  or  any  part  thereof  shall  have  been  sold,  and  the 
price  paid  to  the  State  therefor,  the  Surveyor  General  is  directed  to 
issue  and  deliver  from  time  to  time  the  said  scrip  to  the  purchaser  or 
purchasers. 

4.  When  such  payments  shall  have  been  made,  the  same  shall  be 
invested  as  they  accrue  in  the  stocks  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania. 

5.  The  interest  which  shall  arise  from  such  investments  shall  be 
paid  over  to  the  Agricultural  College  of  Pennsylvania,  in  pursuance 
of  the  third  section  of  the  act  of  Assembly.

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EEPOKT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  OS,  THE 

STATE  COLLEGE. 


Mr.  Ackerly,  from  the  committee  to  investigate  the  Pennsylvania 
State  College,  presented  the  following  report : 

In  submitting  the  evidence,  the  committee  beg  leave  to  report  as 
the  result  of  their  investigation  into  the  affairs  of  the  Pennsylvania 
State  College,  that  while  the  evidence  does  not  show  actual  fraud  or 
disclose  corrupt  management  of  the  funds  received  by  said  institution, 
yet  your  committe  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  testimony  does  con¬ 
clusively  indicate  that  the  institution  has  been  very  badly  managed ; 
that  its  location  is  a  very  undesirable  one  ;  that  the  building  is  entirely 
unsuited  for  which  it  was  erected ;  that  the  agricultural  department 
which  was  intended  to  be  the  leading  object  of  the  institution,  has 
never  been  a  success,  and  that  the  State  has  never  received  and  is  not 
now  receiving  benefits  at  ail  commensurate  with  the  amount  of  money 
which  has  been  appropriated  to  said  institution  by  the  United  States 
and  this  State.  We  also  find  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  granted 
to  the  State  seven  hundred  and  eighty  thousand  acres  of  land,  which 
by  bad  management,  netted  the  State  only  $439,000  ;  the  act  of  Con¬ 
gress  granting  this  vast  amount  of  land  required  that  the  proceeds 
thereof  should  be  used  by  the  State  mainly  in  the  interest  of  agriculture 
and  the  mechanical  arts ;  that  the  interest  accruing  from  this  fund,  in  ad¬ 
dition  to  some  $400,000  appropriated  by  the  State  Legislature,  is  used 
and  controled  by  the  trustees  of  said  agricultural  college ;  that  in 
addition,  the  trustees  aforesaid  hold  the  bond  of  the  State  bearing  six 
per  cent,  interest,  dated  February  2,  1772,  cal'ing  for  $500,000,  and 
falling  due  fifty  years  from  date,  from  which  the  said  trustees  de¬ 
rive  a  revenue  of  $30,000  annually.  Your  commitee  find  the  evi¬ 
dence  discloses  the-further  fact  that  the  deeds  for  all  the  freehold  be¬ 
longing  to  said  Pennsylvania  State  College,  including  the  experi¬ 
mental  farms,  are  held  by  the  aforesaid  trustees,  not  in  trust  for  the 
commonwealth,  but  for  the  aforesaid  trustees  and  their  successors.  Your 
committee  also  find  that  the  experimental  farms  owned  by  said  trus¬ 
tees  which  were  to  be  conducted  solely  in  the  interest  of  the  agricul¬ 
tural  class  of  the  Commonwealth,  have  utterly  failed  to  accomplibh 
the  object  intended.  This  is  notably  so  in  the  case  of  the  western  farm. 


located  in  Indiana  county,  which  is  not  now  a  third  class  farm,  nor  in 
as  good  condition  as  when  purchased.  Your  committee  also  find 
that  at  the  present  session  of  the  college  but  forty-six  students  are  in 
attendance,  many  of  whom  are  non-residents  of  the  State,  and  that 
there  is  now  in  the  employ  of  the  college  eleven  professors,  which  we 
deem  out  of  all  proportion  with  the  number  of  students  in  attendance. 
Finally,  your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  trustees  have  sig¬ 
nally  failed  to  carry  out  the  object  for  which  the  magnificent  land 
grant  was  given  by  the  United  States,  and  which  was  further  sought 
to  be  accomplished  by  most  liberal  appropriations  on  the  part  of  the 
State.

In  connection  with  the  above  report  Mr.  Ackerly  offered  the  fol¬ 
lowing  resolution  : 

Resolved,  (if  the  senate  concur,)  That  the  State  Treasurer  be  and 
is  hereby  instructed  to  pay  no  more  money  to  the  said  Pennsylvania 
State  College  or  to^any  of  its  officers,  agents,  or  representatives  until  it 
shall  be  satisfactorily  shown  to  this  or  succeeding  Legislatures  that  said 
Pennsylvania  State  College  has  fully  complied  with  the  requirements 
of  the  act  of  Congress  of  July  2,  1862,  and  with  the  several  acts  of 
the  Legislature  in  relation  thereto,  nor  until  such  time  as  this  or  suc¬ 
ceeding  Legislatures  shall  be  fully  satisfied  that  the  agricultural  and 
mechanical  interests  of  the  State  are  receiving  from  such  college 
actual  benefits  which  are  commensurate  with  the  amount  of  money 
expended  for  its  support  and  maintenance. 

The  report  and  the  resolution  were  then  adopted  by  the  House.
